Seleta/Ed/DOT are ready to help, but they need the following: 


-Clarity on what type of activity the closure is for (this impacts what kind of closure 
they'd do, how many people are involved, what resources are needed, etc.; there are 
many types of closures); 


-Point of contact at LAPD; they need to coordinate with PD on a major street closure like 
this in order to, if nothing else, understand what each group is doing...and in order to 
give public notice (there are a bunch of businesses on this stretch - and not noticing will 
create a shit-storm) 


-Point of contact for the event (I presume) 


Also, Ed/Seleta...Andre Herndon (on this e-mail - and Mayor's office point on this event) 
spoke with the event folks, and they said they could settle for closing the intersection of 
Vermont/81st "to the back street as well as the island" (1 don't know what this means), but our 
preference would be to accommodate the original request if possible. 


Andre/Thalia...can y'all please help with these questions? DOT is ready to go - and Dan 
Rodman will be MOCS point on this moving forward.
